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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  December 
declined  $1.3  billion  or  0.7  percent  to  $192.8  billion, 
as  a  decline  of  2.9  percent  in  durable  goods  more  than 
offset  a  1.9  percent  increase  in  nondurable  goods.  New 
orders  for  all  of  1984  totaled  $2299.8  billion,  10.5 
percent  ahead  of  1983.  Shipments  of  manufactured  goods 
in  December  increased  $1.6  billion  or  0.8  percent  to 
$193.5  billion.  The  increase  reflected  a  1.7  percent 
increase  in  the  nondurable  sector  as  durable  goods 
shipments  were  relatively  unchanged  for  the  month. 
Shipments  for  1984  were  $2273.9  billion,  11.0  percent 
over  1983.  Unfilled  orders  in  December  were  $356.1 
billion  down  $0.7  billion  or  0.2  percent  from  November, 
but  up  7.9  percent  from  a  year  ago.  Manufacturers' 
inventories  at  the  end  of  December  1984  were  $285.8 
billion,  showing  little  change  from  November,  but  up 
9.7  percent  from  December  1983.  The  inventory  to 
shipments  ratio  at  the  end  of  1984  was  1.48.  The  ratio 
reached  a  low  at  the  end  of  1983  of  1.40,  but  increased 
through  September  1984  reaching  1.50.  After  holding  at 
1.50  through  October,  the  ratio  has  slipped  two  months 
in  a  row. 

NEW  ORDERS.  New  orders  for  durable  goods  at  $101.0 
billion  were  down  $3.0  billion  or  2.9  percent  from 
November.  This  was  revised  downward  from  the  earlier 
reported  2.1  percent  decline.  About  half  of  the 
decline  resulted  from  the  $1.7  billion  decrease  in 
defense  capital  goods,  which  were  unusually  high  the 
previous  month.  Excluding  defense,  orders  in  December 
were  down  1.5  percent.  The  defense  decline  mostly 
affected  the  transportation  equipment  industry  which  in 
total  declined  $2.0  billion  or  7.0  percent  to  $26.6 
billion.  Other  major  industries  showing  declines  were 
nonelectrical  machinery  and  primary  metals.  The 
decline  in  nonelectrical  machinery  of  $2.0  billion  or 
10.8  percent  resulted  mostly  from  a  drop  in  office  and 
computing  equipment,  which  was  off  50  percent  from 
November.  Despite  the  December  decline,  new  orders  for 
the  computing  industry  were  13.8  percent  higher  than 
1983.  The  primary  metals  decline  of  $0.5  billion  or 
5.0  percent  followed  increases  in  October  and  November 
of  3.1  percent  and  2.4  percent  respectively.  Orders 
increases  in  December  for  durable  goods  were  reported 
in  electrical  machinery  and  fabricated  metals.  The 
increases  in  orders  in  the  nondurable  sector  were  in 
foods,  textiles,  apparel  and  chemicals. 


SHIPMENTS.  The  shipments  increase  in  December  of  $1.6 
billion  resulted  almost  entirely  from  a  $1.5  billion  or 
1.7  percent  increase  in  the  nondurable  goods  sector. 
About  two-thirds  of  that  increase  was  in  foods,  which 
was  up  $1.0  billion  or  4.2  percent.  Other  increases 
were  in  textile>  apparel,  chemicals  and  paper.  Durable 
goods  shipments  were  unchanged  due  to  several  large 
offsetting  movements.  Electrical  machinery  was  up  $0.9 
billion  or  6.0  percent  and  transportation  equipment  up 
$0.5  billion  or  2.2  percent.  Nonelectrical  machinery 
was  down  $0.7  billion  or  3.9  percent  and  primary  metals 
down  $0.7  billion  or  6.2  percent. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Manufacturers'  unfilled  orders  in 
December  decreased  $0.7  billion  or  0.2  percent,  despite 
a  large  increase  in  defense  capital  goods  of  $2.2 
billion  or  1.7  percent  to  $130.0  billion.  Excluding 
defense,  unfilled  orders  declined  $2.9  billion  or  1.3 
percent.  The  machinery  industries  reported  the  largest 
declines  in  unfilled  orders.  Nonelectrical  machinery 
was  down  $1.3  billion  or  2.1  percent  and  electrical 
down  $0.8  billion  or  1.0  percent.  Unfilled  orders  for 
transportation  equipment  increased  $1.0  billion  or  0.7 
percent  mostly  due  to  the  increase  in  defense  aircraft. 

INVENTORIES.  A  decrease  in  inventories  of  nondurable 
goods  manufacturers'  of  $0.8  billion  or  0.8  percent 
offset  an  increase  in  the  durable  sector  of  $0.7 
billion  or  0.4  percent.  The  decrease  in  nondurables 
was  about  half  in  petroleum  products  and  the  rest 
scattered;  the  increase  in  durables  was  mostly  in 
transportation  equipment.  By  stage  of  fabrication, 
finished  goods  inventories  were  down  slightly  for  both 
durable  and  nondurable  goods  industries.  The  durable 
sector  increased  0.8  percent  in  materials  and  supplies 
and  0.4  percent  in  work  in  process;  the  nondurable 
goods  sector  was  down  1.5  percent  in  materials  and 
supplies  and  0.9  percent  in  work  in  process. 

SCHEDULED  RELEASE  DATES.  The  advance  report  on  durable 
goods  for  January  is  scheduled  for  release  on  February 
26,  1985  at  8:30  A.M.  and  the  full  report  on  March  5, 
1985  at  10:00  A.M. 

The  estimates  for  December  are  generally  subject 
to  greater  revisions  than  other  months  because 
reporting  by  companies  is  delayed  by  year  end  closing 
of  records.

Shipments  and  new  orders  are  the  totals  for  the  period  and  are  adjusted  for  tiading-day  and  calendar-month  variations;  unfilled  orders  and  inventories 
are  as  of  the  end  of  the  period  and  are  not  adjusted  for  trading-day  or  calendar-month  variations. 

The  supplementary  series  are  regroupings  of  the  separate  industry  categories:   Household  durable  goods  Industries  includes  household  furniture;  kitchen 
articles  and  pottery;  cutlery,  hand  tools,  and  hardware;  household  appliances,  radio  and  TV,  ophthalmic  goods,  watches,  and  clocks;  and  miscellaneous  per- 
sonal goods. 

Nondefense  capital  goods  include  machinery,  except  electrical  (excluding  farm  machinery  and  equipment  and  machine  shops);  electrical  machinery  (excluding 
household  appliances,  radio  and  TV,  and  electronic  components);  railroad  equipment;  and  the  nondefense  portions  of  ordnance;  communication  equipment;  air- 
craft and  aircraft  parts;  and  shipbuilding,  converting  and  repairing. 

Defense  capital  goods  include  ordnance,  communication  equipment,  aircraft  and  aircraft  parts,  and  shipbuilding  converting  and  repairing.   The  defense 
data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  to  Federal  Government  Agencies.
